Senate Special Master

CLAIM BILLS

During the 2000 session, 19 claim bills werefiled in the Senate. There were 16
companion bills filed in the House of Representatives.

Of the 19 billsfiled in the Senate, only 10 were approved by the House and Senate: 3
have been approved by the Governor; 2 have passed both houses and are on their way to
the Governor; 5 were laid on the table, the House companion bill was substituted, and
they, too, are on their way to the Governor. If they all become law, they will authorize or
direct payment of $32,220,000, of which $9,750,000 would be state funds and
$22,470,000 would be local funds paid by local government.

Four Senate bills were reported unfavorably by the Senate Special Master and died in the
next committee of reference; 2 Senate bills died in House M essages; and 3 Senate bills
were withdrawn from further consideration by their sponsors.
